REDISTRICTING 


BILL REPORTED 


There is disappointment that the 


Redistricting bill introduced by Rep- 
resentative W. D. Fulton has been so 
radically changed in the bill reported 
by the Federal Relations committee. 
Especially is there dissatisfaction with 
the 17th district, which has 
been 


formed by the counties of Licking, Co- 
shocton, Tuscarawas, Knox, Morrow 
and Marion. After thirty thirty years 
of association, our Democrats are un- 
willing to part company with Holmes 
county — alwa%s reliable in the party's 
cause and loyal to its nominees. An 
explanation has been offered that the 
radical change was brought about for 
the purpose of organizing a district es- 
pecially in the interest of Congressman 
Whitacre of Canton. 


This proposed district, named the 


16th, 
is composed of the counties of 


Stark, Wayne, and Holmes. The lat- 
ter, of course, is expected to furnish 
the Democratic majority for the Sis- 
trict. But the projectors may find their 
nice little "fix up" of short duration. 
If the Republicans return to 
power 


next year their first action will be to 
wipe that district off the slate, just as 
they did twenty years ago. 


While the new 17th district will bo a 


reasonably safe Democratic one, yet 
the old political associations are better 
to be preserved if they can in an\ 
redistricting scheme. 


It does not follow that the bill as 


reported by the committee will pass 
either or both houses.

ters utility bill as amended by the 
senate committee, on railroads and 
telegraphs has met with the approval 
of 25 members of the senate. 
After 


an all day fight against the bill by 
Standard 
Oil gas 
co-upanus 
tho 


amendments were accep'ed by a vote 
of 25 to 7, and it is prophesied that 
when the measure comes up for pas- 
sage on Tuesday it will receive even 
stronger support. 


The trust owned gas companies of 


Ohio are against the bill because it 
holds them to their contracts. Under 
the Winters bill a natural gas com- 
pany can not stop serving gas to a 
municipality, as was recently threat- 
ened in Cleveland, Coiumbus, Akron 
and other Ohio cities. This Winters 
bill puts gas companies under the 
control of a state commission, just as 
it does the railroads, electric light 
and telephone companies, and with- 
out interfering in the slightest with 
the rights of municipalities. 


Steam and electric railwavs r.-. o 


•waiting to jump on the bill at t^o^ 
first opportunity. 
It was put up to 


Standard Oil to kill the bill in the 
senate and failing there the others 
will assist the Standard in the effort 
to sandbag it in the house. 


These interests will set some sup- 


port in the house. 
The plan is to 


amend the hill in such a way that 
the senate will not agree to the 
changes and then send the whole 
proposition to a conference commit- 
tee. 
In the closing days of a session 


this is an easy -way to kill a bill. 


In their efforts to kill the measure 


the Standard Oil representatives suc- 
ceeded in getting a string of trust- 
owned 
sensational 
newspapers 
to 


print a story to the effect that a hun- 
dred thousand dollar 
jackpot had 


been raised to pass the utility bill. 


It so happens that one William J. 


^Burns, the famous graft detective, has 
been working on graft cases in Co- 
lumbus and his operatives are In a 
position to know just where graft ex- 
ists. Detective Burns did n»t want 
any meritorious measure 
nurt be- 


cause of his activities in graft cases 
end he issued this statement con- 
cerning the fake $100.000 jackpot 
Story: 


"It Is positively amusing tne uses 


to which it is endeavored to put my 
agency during such times as these. 


"Take, for instance, the story of an 


afternoon paper to the effect that a 
$100,000 jackpot had been raised to 
further the passage of the 
public 


utilities bill now pending in the legis- 
lature in Columbus. 


"There is no question in my mind 


but that the opposition to this utili- 
ties measure has rescrted to the 
vaguest kind of rumors circulated by

"There has been

tion of myself or any of my opera- 
tives." 


In his defense of the public utilities 


bill in the senate. Senator Todd of 
Franklin countv failed attention to 
the fact that both party platforms de- 
clared for utility control by the state 


Senator Todd told his fellow-mem- 


fcers that the utility bill pending he- 
fore them met with the demands of 
the planks in both platforms, and no 
one denied the assertion. 


In view of the fart that both par- 


ties have gone on record on the util- 
ity control subject many members 
will be forced to vote for the meas-

GEN. AXIINE HAS 


ISSUED ORDERS FOR

Department Commander Henry A. 


Axline of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public has sent out his orders concern- 
ing the observance of Memorial Day, 
and reads in part as follows: 


"Comrades: 
We are approaching 


again our annual Memorial Day—a day 
most sacred to the hearts of the com- 
radship of the Grand Army. 


"To pay tribute on this National Me- 


morial Day to the memory, the patriot- 
ism, 
the courage and unselfish devo- 


tion of our departed comrades is a 
privilege and a duty that we, the liv- 
ing, should never forget or neglect. 
The choices flowers of the spring time 
and the beautious flag of our country 
should decorate the 
grave of every 


fallen soldier of the republic, 


"Let us see, comrades, that this is 


done so far as it is in our power to do. 
It is the duty of Grand Army posts to 
take charge and control of the me- 
morial exercises and they should in- 
vite the co-operation ot all auxiliary 
and patriotic organizations, and the 
citizens of the community. 


"It would not -be inappropriate for 


the commanders of posts to ask that 
all business be suspended, as far as 
possible during the time-devoted to 
memorial exercises. 


"By all means doiuot neglect to pro- 


vidge some arrangement for the school 
children to have and to take part in 
the exercises of the day. Give them a 
place in the procession, and a work to 
do in the strewing oT the flowers and 
tne placing of flags upon the groves 
which will bring them into more inti- 
mate association with the memories 
of this patriotic day. To whatever de- 
gree we can interest the boys and girls 
of the present to honor the memory 
of our heroic dead, to that extent we 
are teaching loyalty and good citizen- 
ship and safeguarding the future of 
our republic. 


"All 
posts should arrange to have 


divine memorial services on the Sab- 
bath preceding Memorial Day. and the 
comrades should attend in a body, if 
possible.

From there 
the country is exceedingly barren 
and wild. In fact, my guide says it 
is the wildest country left in the 
T'nited States. Two years ago a geo- 
logical survey man got a Navajo to 
take him to this mountain, and this 
trip resulted in the 
discovery 
of 


the wonderful natural bridge that 
the Navajos worship. 
Since then 


only two or three travelers have un- 
dertaken the journey. So I expect a 
hard but wonderful trip. 
I hope to 


get out in a month or six weeks."—
